At the last session of the Legislature, an act was passed direct- 
ing the Governor and Comptroller to invest the dividends arising 
from the stock in the Union and Planters Banks in the six per 
cent. bonds. We have received on account of said bonds one hun- 
dred and fifty-five thousand two hundred and forty-nine dollars and 
thirty-six cents; and have contracted with the Bank of Tennessee 
for the whole amount in bonds. ~ 

As it becomes your duty to appoint a committee to examine the 
accounts of the Comptroller and Treasurer, 1 would therefore sug- 
gest that you direct the same committee to examine and report as 
to the amount received and disbursed under the act of 1853-4, 
chapter 44. 
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For the details of the State debt and the, true condition of the 
Treasury, I most respectfully refer you to the report which will be 
made by the Comptroller of the Treasury. 


BANKS. 


The condition of the Bank of Tennessee will be fully set forth 
and made known in a report which will be made and submitted to 
the General Assembly, by the President and Directors of that in- 
stitution, at an early day. It will be seen from a careful examina- 
tion of the report that the principal bank and branches have been 
conducted with great efficiency in the ordinary (banking transac- 
tions, and especially so in collecting and securing a large portion 
of what is called the suspended debt. More of this debt has been 
collected and secured in the last two years than at any former 

eriod. i ' 

: In regard to this institution, I still adhere to my former opinion, 
as submitted to the last Legislature, that the principal bank and 
its hranches ought to be put into gradual liquidation, and that the 
present is an auspicious time for such gradual liquidation, giving 
ample and reasonable time to all persons indebted to the institu- 
tion to make arrangements for paying the amount they may owe 
the principal bank and its branches. The process of winding up 
the institution dt the present time can be made so gradual and 
easy as not to embarrass the indebted portion of the community 
in the smallest degree. 

A number of banks have gone into operation under a law passed 
by the General Assembly of 1851-2, and others no doubt will soon 
commence. In addition to this, the last Legislature incorporated 
seven "stock banks, which will more than supply the vacuum cre- 
‘ated by the withdrawal or the winding up of the Bank of Tennes- 
see, and furnish all the banking facilities needed by the whole com- 
mercial and business portion of the country. As the capital of the 
bank is withdrawn from circulation, it can be profitably invested 
in the bonds of the State, thereby again making its way into the 
general circulation, and at the same time creating a home market 
for the bonds of the State equal to the entire assets of the bank. 
The bonds are bearing an interest of six per cent. per annum, 
which will, in the end, yield a greater profit to the State, making it 
‘the safest and most judicious investment that canbe made with 
the common school and other funds, which now constitute the cap- 
ital of the Bank of Tennessee, and which is under the control of 
the Legislature. 

If the State can in any resonable time, dispose of the stock owned 
in the Union and Planters Banks, upon good and safe terms, and all 
other stocks owned by the: State in turnpikes or railroads, it would 
be equally wise, safe and judicious to make a like investment with 
the proceeds of such stocks in the six per cent. bonds of the State. 
The number of internal improvement works which have been com- 
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menced by the various companies, and which are entitled to aid by 
law from the State, and a number of others that in all probability 
will be commenced, which will require the issuance of a large 
amount of State bonds, amounting to many millions of dollars, 
will absorb the entire capital of the State Bank and the proceeds 
of all the stocks owned by the State, if they are invested in the 
bonds of the State as already indicated, 

The F ree Banking Law, as it is commonly called, requires revi- 

sion and amendment, and should be so modified as to require all 
applicants for banking privileges under it to deposit, as a greater 
security to note holders, with the Comptroller of the treasury, twen- 
five per cent. more in bonds than they receive notes in exchange 
for circulation. The note holders are entitled to this additional se- 
curity to meet any reasonable depreciation which may take place 
in the value and sale of the bonds of the State when thrown into 
market for sale. And, as a further protection to the community, 
there should be a law passed prohibiting the circulation of any 
bonk note of a less denomination than five dollars, in the State. 
We have seen within the last few years gold and silver driven al- 
most entirely out of circulation for all the ordinary business trans- 
actions of the country, by the excessive issue of small notes by the 
various banks throughout the State. The passage of such a law 
would in a short time restore to circulation, for ail ordinary purpo- 
ses, gold and silver, which cannot depreciate in the hands of the 
small and unsuspecting dealers, as is often the case with bank notes, 
by the depreciation of small notes or the breaking of banks. The 
necessity of the passage of such a Jaw must be obvious to all, and 
it is wholly unnecessary for me to make any argument to the le- 
gislature or to the country in its favor. 
. There is one other suggestion that I will make in regard to the 
Free Banking Law: the law should be so amended as to fix de- 
finitely the rates at which notes should be discounted by all per- 
sons banking under that law, thereby making the discounts equal 
and uniform in banking operations throughout the State. 


TAX ON MERCHANTS. 


In my message to the last Legislature, the attention of that body 
was called 'to the subject of merchants’ taxes, and as no action was 
then taken upon it, I again submit that portion of my message to 
your consideration : 

“ There is some complaint with the mercantile interest, in conse- 
quence of the unequal and discriminating operation of our revenue 
laws regulating merchant’s license. The complaint is not without 
some foundation and good cause on their part. The law, as it now 
stands, requires all wholesale and retail dealers in merchandise in 
this State to pay into the treasury of the State one half per cent. 
on the invoice cost of goods vended by them. The main cause of 
complaint, as I understand it, is, that in the first place, the whole-

sale merchant, by the revenue law, is rquired to first pay into 
the treasury the half of.one per cent., or fifty cents on the 


hundred dollars. After the tax is paid by him into the treasury, 


-the retail merchant then purchases the same goods of him and 

_takes .them to another establishment, in or out of the county 
where purchased, as the case may be, and vends them again; 
for which he is required to pay one-half ef one per cent.. of 
fifty cents on the hundred: dollars, into the treasury; which is 
one per cent. paid to the State for the goods thus sold. By this 
process it will be perceived that the State lays a double tax on the 
goods purchased from the wholesale dealer within the limits of the 
State. The business retail dealer has no difficulty in understanding 
the operation, and finds it to his interest to go beyond the limits of 
the State to make his purchases, and thereby save the one-half 
of one per cent. in the purchase of his goods, or fifty cents on ev- 
ery hundred dollars. It must be obvious to all business men, that 
if the wholesale dealer is required first to pay the tax into the trea- 
sury, that when the retail merchant buys of him he must pay it 
back, and then when he makes sale of the goods, he must pay a 
like amount into the treasury ; which is practically compelling the 
country merchant to pay a double tax to the State on the same 
goods; which, as a matter of course, makes it his interest to go be- 
yond the limits of the State to make his purchases, and become the 
customer of the foreign wholesale dealer, instead of the wholesale 
dealer at home ; and to that extent operates against our own com- 
mercial cities and commercial men. 

“Tt is most manifest to my mind that the practical effect of the 
revenue law, as it now stands, regulating merchants’ license, is to 
discriminate against the merchant at home and in favor of the one 
abroad. The subject is, therefore, submitted to your consideration, 
with the hope that the law will be so modified as to place the mer- 
cantile interest cf the State on an equal footing and in a field of 
Ha competition with a like interest of the other States of the 

nion. ` 


NASHVILLE AND CHATTANOOGA RAILROAD. 


By the sixth section of an act passed February the 8th, 1854, 
chapter 31, it was made the duty of the Governor io endorse and 
guarantee thé bonds of the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad 


‘Company in an amount not exceeding six hundred and filty thou-- 


sand dollars. Immediately after the passage of this law, the Pres- 
ident of the company presented six hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars in bonds of the company, which bonds were endorsed and 
guaranteed as the law prescribed. The bonds, were then delivered 
to the President of the company, he executing his receipt for them. 
Sometime after this the President and Mr. Edwin H. Ewing made 
application to the Governor for the endorsement and guarantee of 
ninety five thousand dollars more in bonds of the said company. 
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The reason given for this application was that the bonds had been 
destroyed to the amount of ninety-five thousand dollars, they having 
been through mistake burned for other bonds, and presented as 
proof of the fact a certificate of the Cashier of the Bank of the Re- 
public of New York, together with the fragments or scraps of for- 
ty-three bonds, or that portion of them which contained the cous 
pons; the body of the bonds containing the signature of the Pres- 
ident of the company and the endorsement of the Governor, be- 
ing entirely gone. The fragments or scraps of the bonds, presented 
as material proof of the fact of the bonds having been destroyed, 
were so discolored and charred by the action of the fire, that they 
afforded no proof that the Governor had ever seen or. endorsed 
them, leaving no evidence before him but the certificate of the 
Cashier of the Bank of the Repnblic of New York, where the 
bonds had been burned through mistake. In this connection, how- 
ever, it is due to state that there is no class of evidence that 
could have been presented proving the loss or destruction of the 
bonds that would have induced the Governor, as the law now stands, 
to endorse and guarantee any additional number of bonds on ac- 
connt of their loss or destruction, there being no law authorizing 
it to be done, The bonds had been once endorsed and guaranteed 
ard delivered to the President of said company. This was deemed 
a complete execution of the law, leaving the Governor after its: 
execution no control or discretion over the subject whatever. There 
is no law conferring power on the Executive where bonds have 
been misplaced or destroyed, upon application to him, to issue 
other bonds in their place, whether they have been endorsed or 
loaned, held by companies or individuals. The exercise of such a 
power on the part of the Governor, in the absence of law, would 
be setting a dangerous precedent, which might open the door wide 
to fraud and peculation by all unscrupulous persons into whose 
hands the bonds of the State might fall, which had been loaned to 
companies to aid in works of internal improvements, or those that 
had been endorsed or guaranteed for the same purpose. The se- 
cond or third holder of bonds which had been transferred by any in- 
ternal improvement company, in the event of the loss or destruc- 
tion of the bonds in his hands, would have the same right to apply 
to the Goveruor for the issuance of new bonds in consequence of 
the loss or destruction of the old bond, so transferred, that the 
company had who first received the bonds from the State. It 
would be unsafe and dangerous to confer any such power on the 
Executive, thereby leaving it to his discretion to determine the na- 
ture and character of proof which would authorise him to issue 
bonds in all cases where they might be represented as being lost or 
destroyed. All questions of this character should be provided for 
by direct legislation, and not left to executive discretion. 

Taking this view of the subject, the Governor declined to endorse 
and guarantee the ninety-five bonds already referred to. In refer- 
ence to the actual destruction of the bonds in the present case, 
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the Governor had no doubt of its having occurred as represented 
by the President of the company and Edwin H. Ewing, Esq., and 
at the time the application was made for the endorsement and 
guarantee of the bonds he felt more than anxious to accommodate 
them and the company, but declined doing so for the reasons al- 
ready given. The whole subject is therefore submitted for your 
consideration and action, and will be disposed of as you may here- 
after direct. 


PUBLIC ROADS. 


I would also call your attention to my former recommendation 
on this subject: 

“Our whole system of public roads is exceedingly defective, per- 
haps more so than in any other State in the Union, imposing the 
burden of keeping it up’ upon that portion of eur fellow-citizens. 
least able to bear it, and who have the least use for it after it is 
kept up. Many persons are compelled to work on the public roads 
many days in the year, who have not the time to spare to do so, 
without pay, and the necessities of whose families. need the pro- 
ceeds of their entire labor for their support; while on the other 
hand there are many, who are exempt by law froni working on the | 
public roads, who are either able, physically to work them, or pe- 
cuniarily to pay for having it done, and who derive the greatest 
benefit from good roads when they are made, by the enhanced value 
good reads impart to their property, and by increasing the comforts 
and facilities of traveling over them. In view of changing or mod- 
ifying our present system; I most respectfully call your attention to 
the system of keeping up public roads in the States of Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, where property and other taxes are levied for the 
purpose of keeping up the public roads and highways, and there- 
by carrying out the principle, that the individual who derives the 
greatest benefit from having them kept up, and in proper condition 
for the traveling public, shall pay correspondingly for the benefits 
thus conferred. All persons should contribute to the support of 
the government under which they live, in proportion to the protec- 
tion they may receive from it. Our present road system, it must 
be conceded by all, operates most unjustly and unequally upon the 
great mass of the people, and ought to be changed. I therefore 
recommend to your consideration the propriety of so changing or 
modifying the present system as to conform it to the requirements 
of the public judgment and wants of the country, and that it be 
done during the present session of the Legislature.” 


NATIONAL HOMESTEAD. 


This important measure, by a large majority, has passed the pop- 
ular branch of our national Legislature twice in succession, and 
was lost both times in the Senate, which is conclusive that the pop- 
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ular will demands the passage of such a law. I therefore call the 
attention of both branches of the Legislature to my recommenda- 
tion upon this subject, which was made to the last Legislature : 

“ I feel that I cannot conclude this message without urging upon 
your consideration the importance and propriety of instructing our 
Senators in the Congress of the United States, and requesting our 
Representatives to use all reasonable exertion to procure the pas- 
sage of a bill granting to every head of a family, who is a 
_ citizen of the United States, a ‘Homestead’ of one hundred and 
sixty acres of land, out of the public domain, upon condition of 
the settlement and cultivation for a number of years. This isa 
measure of no ordinary consideration to the American people, and 
the correctness of its policy has been settled in the public judg- 
ment, and it would have been the law long before this time, had 
the popular will been carried out by the Congress of the United 
States. I therefore hope that you will take such action as will re- 
flect the popular sentiment of the sovereign people of this State, 
and thereby contribute the weight of your influence to the consum- 
mation of this great measure.” 


JUDICIARY. 


I would most respectiully call your attention to my views upon 
this subject, as submitted to the last Legislature. I also transmit 
for eaxmination a copy of the bill referred to in my message : 

“'l he true foundation of our Judiciary is to be found in the Bill 
of Rights, which was adopted by the sovereign people in the year 
1796, and was, in the year 1834, re-affirmed. Inthe 17th section 
they have declared in the most emphatic manner, ‘that all courts 
shall be open, and every man, for an injury done him, in his lands, 
goods, person, or reputation, shall have remedy by due course of 
law, and right and justice administered without sale, denial or de- 
lay.” ‘Right and justice’ is to be ‘administered without sale, de- 
nial or delay ;’ this is laid down as the basis—as the foundation of 
our whole system of jurisprudence; and it, is imperative on the 
Legisla‘ure, in the organization of our courts, to conform them to 
the principles herein laid down. To a correct understanding of the 
kind of courts to be establised, we should first determine ‘what is 
meant bi the terms ‘right and justice,’ as used in the bill of rights. 
The most approved authors define the term right: ‘ Conformity to 
human laws, or other human standard of truth, propriety or justice.’ 
s Justice—the constant and perpetual disposition to render every 
mau his due,’ &c. In this connection we might consider the mean- 
ing of equity also. In an enlarged and legal view, ‘ Equity, in its 
true and ge: uine meaning, is the soul and spirit of the law? In 
this. ‘eq: ity is made synonymous with justice.’ Right, justice and 
equity, according to common sense, and tue best authorities, mean 
the same thing When it comes to establishing a court or a tribu- 
nal, or it may be called by any orther name, which is intended as a 
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standard -by which the precise difference can be determined between 
the contending parties, it is imperative on the Legislature to estab- 
lish the standard which will accomplish the great end, as design- 
ed in the bill of rights, and if it were possible to so organize our 
courts, that when parties came into them to have their differences 
adjusted, for the court and jury to ascertain what is-the precise 
equity between the parties, and then to determine that as the law 
of the case. ‘equity being the soul and spirit of the law’—in other 
words, making the equity of the case, the law of thecase. Taking the 
bill of rights as the foundation for our courts, the inquiry very na- 
turally arises as to whether our courts, as now established, under 
the sixth section, first article of the constitution, are in conformity 
with the principles herein laid down. This article says: ‘The ju- 
dicial power of the State shall be vested in one supreme court, and 
in such inferior courts as the Legislature shall ordain and estab- 
lish.’ This provision of the constitution would seem to give great 
latitude to the Legislature in the organization of the.courts. But 
the exercise of this power by the Legislature must be in strict con- 
formity with the principles laid down, in the bill of rights. The 
bill of rights, being the better part of the constitution, is paramount. 

“ In all questions of apparent conflict between the bill of rights 
and the constitution, they should be reconciled and made to har- 
monize, if possible ; but where there is a final repugnance, the 
constitution must give way, it bearing the same relation to the bill 
of rights that a law does to the constitution. Hence, in the organ- 
ization of the courts, the Legislature has no authority, under the 
sixth article, to depart from this great and fundamental principle, 
as laid down in the bill of rights, or the better part of the consti- 
tution. 

“Under the constitution of 1796, judges of the supreme and 
inferior courts were appointed by the Legislature to office during 
good behavior. The Legislature conferred upon the courts, chancery 
and law jurisdiction, which was exercised by them for thirty-eight 
years, or till 1835. The people, after making the experiment, be- 
came well satisfied that our judicial system was exceedingly defec- 
tive, falling;far short of carrying out the,great principles, as contem- 
‘plated in the bill of rights. 

“In 1834, the people again, in convention, so changed the con- 
stitution as to make it more in conformity with the great idea of 
right and justice, by changing the tenure of all judicial officers 
from that of life to a term of years, and at the same time referring 
back many other elections to themselves which had been given up 
in the constitution of 1796. 

“ These changes in the constitution have been effected, in part, 
for the purpose of conforming the courts of the country, in their 
whole structire, to the wants and necessities of the people. There 
has been evident dissatisfaction with the courts of the country for 
a number of years past. The people find fault with the judges, 
complain of lawyers, and sometimes condemn jurors—affording 
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conclusive evidence that there is a wrong somewhere: delay, ex- 
pense and perplexity of mind on the part of the litigants—confi- 
dence in the courts much impaired in the public estimation. 
Under our present system, an individual goes into what is termed 
a court of law, to obtain justice in some matter of controversy ; 
and after much time is spent and expense incurred, he comes out 
of law with a long bill of costs to pay; and if he complains of the 
proceeding, he is told that his case was a good one, but he was un- 
fortunate in bringing his action in the wrong court ; that his remedy 
is not in law, but in chancery. Another individual brings his suit 
in a court of chancery, and after a like delay of time and trouble 
in filing bills and hearing answers, he is turned out of court with a 
long bill of costs and charges to pay, and he is consoled in the 
same way by telling him his case is a good one, but his remedy is 
not in chancery, but in a court of law; and from a court of law to 
a court of chancery, until, in the end, if the end ever comes, the 
substance of the parties isin many instances consumed, and the 
gainer of the suit is frequently the loser, and the unfortunate party 
goes into immediate bankruptcy. This is the manner in which law 
and equity is adininistered under our present system of jurispru- 
dence, which, in fact, is the great cause of complaint of the parties 
who go into our courts to obtain justice, and a want of confidence 
on the part of the people in the courts of law and chancery. 

“ Upon this subject I shall take high ground, and assume that the 
courts can be so organized, thatlaw and equity can be administered 
by the same court, by the same judge and jury, and at the same 
time, and that, too, without ‘ sale, denial, or delay.’ Let the courts 
of law and chancery be blended or converted into one court—(it 
is not material by what name you call it)—or, in other words, let 
the law and equity of the case be heard by the court and jury at the 
same time—let the parties, ifnecessary, be examined in open court—— 
let all the restraints and barriers be removed—all false issues and 
collateral questions be thrown aside, and the cause tried upon the 
naked merits involved, and thereby administer ‘right and justice’ 
to the contending parties, and let them go hence without delay. 

« J feel well assured that the. veople throughout the State expect 
legislative action upon this subject before the close of your session. 
This is a most propitious time for bringing about the change in our 
judiciary, as indicated, the people having removed all constitution- 
al difficulties that were in the way by the adoption of the recent 
amendments to the constitution. There is now a bill before your 
honorable body, entitled a bill ‘ To abridge and simplify the plead- 
ings, practice and proceedings inthe courts of justice in this State, 
which will, if passed into a law, accomplish much in conforming the 
practice in the courts to the requirements of the bill of rights and 
the wants of the people. In recommending this bill to your favor- 
able ‘consideration, or some one very similar in its provisions, I am 
not recommending a new and untried experiment, but one which 
has been tried and approved by many of our sister States. It will 
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and can succeed with us as it has with them, if the experiment is 
fully and fairly made, and will, no doubt, give general satisfaction 
here, as it has there, by simplifying, cheapening and shortening the 
process by which litigants may obtain ‘ right and justice.’ 

“That the bill referred to has been prepared by its originator 
with great care and much labor, is manifest to all who will give it 
a careful examination ; andit is believed, after passing the legis- 
lative ordeal, will be so improved as more closely to approximate 
the intentions and design of those who framed the constitution. 
-The leading principles of the measure now recommended to your 
favorable consideration, have been advocated by me since my first 
entrance into public life, in the year 1835; and my reflection and 
observation, together with the successful experiment: which has 
been made in other States of the Union, have tended to confirm 
me in the opinion that it ought to be adopted in this State, and 
that, too, before the adjournment of the present Legislature.” 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED 
STATES. - 


“Iwil most respectfully call the attention of the General As- 
sembly to the fifth article of the Constitution of the United States, 
which prescribes the mode and manner of amendment to that in- 
strument, and also to three propositions to amend the Constitution 
of the United States, which are appended to, and made a part of 
this message, which is respectfully submitted for consideration and 
action by the General Assembly. In submitting this subject, I shall 
make no long or labored argument to the Legislature, or to the’ 
country, to prove the importance and necessity of adding these 
three amendments to the Constitution of the United States. All 
who are in favor of popularizing our free institutions as far as may 
be practicable, and bringing the general government nearer to the 
people, will receive and treat them as self-evident propositions, 

“ I will conclude by adding, that they were the doctrines of Jef- 
ferson, Jackson, Macon, and a nnmber of other statesmen and 
patriots, whase opinions are at all times entitled to the respect and 
consideration of the American people.” i 

Since this recommendation was made to the last Legislature, I 
have become more thoroughly convinced in my own mind of the 
importance of making the proposed amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. The last two popular elections in this 
State show the importance of electing United States Senators àt 
the ballot-box, instead of electing them by the Legislature. The 
popular will of the State, as reflected through the ballot-box, has, 
twice in succession, demonstrated most conclusively that the Legis- 
lature does not reflect the will ef the people in the election of Sen- 
ators ; but, on the contrary, has elected Senators to the Senate of 
the United States who stand opposed to the public judgment, as 
twice recorded by the sovereign people of the State. 
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The great importance of amending the Constitution of the United 
States, so as to bring the election of President and Vice President 
of the United States directly before the people, as proposed in the. 
amendment as hereunto appended, is becoming more and more 
manifest by every day’s experience. In the next election of Presi- 
dent and Vice President, it is highly probable that there will be 
three or more candidates, and, in that event, the chances are that 
the people of the several States wiil not have the privilege of 
choosing the President and Vice President through the electoral 
colleges, no one of the candidates receiving a majority of all the 
electoral votes, which will cause the election to be transferred from 
the electoral college to the United States House of Representa- 
tives, where the choice will be made by States, without regard to the 
electoral vote ; which, in all probability, will result, as it did in 1824, 
by foisting men into office in utter disregard of the popular will. 
The proposed amendment to the Constitution would remove all 
apprehension and difficulty on this account, and cause the election 
to be made by the electoral college—-some one of the candidates 
receiving a majority of all the electoral votes. 


JOINT RESOLUTION, 


PROPOSING AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES 


CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 


ARTICLE FIFTH-—OF AMENDMENTS. 


“Congress, whenever two-thirds of both Houses shall deem it 
necessary, shall propose amendments to this Constitution, or the 
application of the Legislatures of two-thirds of the several States 
shall call a convention for proposing amendments ; which, in either 
case, shall be valid to allintents and purposes, as part of this Con- 
stitution, when ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
several States, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the 
one or the other mode of ratification may be proposed by Congress ; 
provided that no amendment which may be made prior to the year 
one thousand eight hundred and eight, shall in any manner affect 
the first and fourth clauses in the ninth section of the first article ; 
and that no State, without its consent, shall be deprived of its equal 
suffrage in the Senate.” 
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JOINT RESOLUTION, 
Proposing amendments to the Constitution of the United States. 


“Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress assembled, two thirds of both Houses 
concurring, That the following amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States be proposed to the Legislatures of the several 
States, which, when ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the States, shall be valid to all intents and purposes as 

art of the Constitution: 

That hereafter, the President and Vice President of the United 
States shall be chosen by the people of the respective States, in the 
manner following: Each State shall be divided, by the Legislature 
thereof, into districts, equal in number to the whole number of 
Senators and Representatives to which such State may be entitled 
in the Congress of the United States; the said districts to be com- 
posed of contiguous territory, and to contain, as nearly as may be, 
an equal number of persons entitled to be represented under the 
Constitution, and to be laid off, forthe’ time, immediately after the 
ratification of this amendment, and afterwards, at the session of 
the Legislature next ensuing the apportionment of representatives 
by the Congress of the United States; that on the first Thursday 
in August, in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-six, and on the 
same day every fourth year thereafter, the ‘citizens of each State 
who possess the qualifications requisite for electors of the most 
numerous branch of the State Legislatures, shall meet within their 
respective districts, and vote for a President and Vice President of 
the United States, one of whom at least shall not be an inhabitant 
of the same State with themselves ; and the person re¢eiving the 
greatest number of votes for President, and the one receiving the 
greatest number of votes for Vice President in each district, shall 
be holden to have received one vote; which fact shall be immedi- 
ately certified by the Governor of the State, to each of the Sena- 
tors in Congress from such State, and to the President of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives. The 
Congress of the United States shall be in session on the second 
Monday in October, in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-six, and 
on the same day every fourth year thereafter; and the President 
of the Senate, in the presence of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, shall open all the certificates, and the votes shall then 
be counted. The person having the greatest number of votes for 
President, shall be President, if such number be equal to a majori- 
ty of the whole number of votes given ; but if no person have such 
majority, then a second election shall be held on the first Thursday 
in the month of December then next ensuing, between the persons 
having the two highest numbers for the office of President; which 
second election shall be conducted, the result certified, and the 
votes counted, in the same manner as in the first; and the person 
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having the greatest number of votes for President, shall be Presi- 
dent. But, if two or more persons shall have received the greatest, 
and an equal number of: votes, at the second: election, then the 
person who shall have received the greatest number of votes in the 
greatest number of States, shall be President. The person having 
the greatest number of votes for Vice President, at the first elec- 
tion, shall be Vice President, if such number be equal to a majori- 
ty of the whole number of votes given; and if no person have such 
a majority, then a second election shall take place between the per- 
sons having the two highest numbers, on the same day that the 
second election is held for President; and the person having the 
highest number of votes for Vice President shall be Vice President. 
But if there should happen to be an equality f votes between the 
persons so voted for at the second election, then the person having 
the greatest number of votes in the greatest number of States, 
shall be Vice President. But when a second election shall be ne- 
cessary in the case of Vice President, and not necessary in the 
case of President, then the Senate shall choose a Vice President 
from the persons having the two highest numbers in the first elec- 
tion, as is now prescribed in the Constitution. 

Sec, 2. And be it farther resolved, That article one, section three, 
be amended by striking out the word “Legislature,” and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following words, viz: “persons qualified to vote 
for members of the most numerous branch of the Legislature,” so 
as to make the third section of said article when ratified by three- 
fourths of the States, read as follows, to-wit: 

The Senate of the United States shall be composed of two Sena- 
tors from each State, chosen by the persons qualified to vote for 
the members ofthe most numerous branch of the Legislature there- 
of, for six years, and each Senator shall have one vote. 

Sec. 8. And be it further resolved, That article three, section one, 
be amended by striking out the words “good behavior,” and insert- 
ing the following words, viz: “the term of twelve years.” And 
further, that said article and section be amended by adding the fol- 
lowing thereto, viz: “and it shall be the duty of the President of 
the United States, within twelve months after the ratification of 
this amendment by three-fourths of all the States as provided by 
the Constitution of the United States, to divide the whole number 
of judges as near as may be practicable, into three classes. The 
seats of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the 
fourth year from such classification ; of the second class, at the ex- 
piration of the eighth year; and of the third class, at the expira- 
tion of the twelfth year, so that one-third may be chosen every 
fourth year thereafter.” 

The article, as amended, will read as follow: 


ARTICLE IIL. 
Secrion 1. The judicial power of the United States shall be vest- 
ed in one Supreme Court, and such inferior courts as the Congress, 
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from time to time, may ordain and establish. The judges, both of 
the supreme and inferior eourts, shall hold their offices during the 
term of twelve years, and shall, at stated times, receive for their 
services a compensation, which shall not be diminished during their 
continuance in office. And it shall be the duty of the President of 
the United States, within twelve months after the ratification of 
this amendment by three fourths of all the States, as provided by 
the Constitution of tne United States, to divide the whole number 
of judges, as-near as may.be practicable, into three classes. The 
seats of the judges of the first class shall be vacated at the expira- 
tion of the fourth year from such classification ; of the second class, 
at the expiration of the eighth year; and of the third class, at the 
expiration of the twelfth year; so that one-third may be chosen 
every fourth year thereafter.” 2 

“This is merely submitted as-one plan of amendment, to accom- 
plish the contemplated change in the Constitution of the United 
States. Any other plan more perfect, and more in conformity with 
the whole structure of the Government, will be equally acceptable. 
It is expected that the amendments will be put in the most perfect 
form possible that can be devised by ‘the exercise of your better 
judgment.” 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


By a joint resolution of the General Assembly, adopted March 
3d, 1854, the Governor was authorized to appoint a suitable person 
as superintendent of weights and measures. In compliance with 
this resolution, Mr. John Herrigus has been appointed superinten- 
dent to take charge of the weights and measures, as furnished by 
the Federal Government, under a resolution passed June 14th, 1836. 
Since the appointment of the superintendent the weights and 
measures have been received, and are now under his control, and 
by him have been deposited in one of the rooms of the Capi- 
tol, set apart for that purpose by the commissioners. The 
weights and measures were all received in good order, and are now 
subject to the inspection of both branches of the Legislature. ‘The 
resolution authorizing the appointment of superintendent of weights 
and measures, made no provision for any compensation for the time 
and labor necessary for taking the proper care of the weights and 
measures, which are now in his possession. It cannot be expected 

‘that the superintendent can lose his time and labor without some 
pay. The resolution also authorized the Governor to| have made, 
under the direction of the superintendent, a set of standard weights 
and measures for each county of the State. This portion of the 
resolution, so. far, has not been carried out by the Governor, be- 
lieving, as he did, that, the cost would be much greater to procure 
a set of standard weights and measures for each county in the 
State, than the Legislature was aware of at the time the reso- 
lution passed. The cost of aset of standard weights and mea- 
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sures, such as would be suitable for the respective counties, from the 
most reliable ‘sources of information, will not cost much less than 
two hundred dollars per set, which will make the aggregate cost 
near sixteen thousand dollars. Notwithstanding the aggregate cost 
may seem to be high, I am still of the opinion that sound policy 
and the best interest of the State require a law to be passed 
making the standard of weights and measures uniform throughout 
the State, and that each county in the State ought “to be furnished 
with a set of standard weights and measures for that purpose; and 
unless the Legislature repeal the resolution, the Governor will, at 
an early day, proceed, as authorized, to have each county furnish- 
ed with a set of standard weights and measures, as authorized by 
law. i

PENITENTIARY.

Upon this subject, my general views have undergone no change 
since the sitting of the last Legislature ; and 1 wonld most respect- 
fully call your attention to the suggestions and recommendations 
then made in my message to that body. 

“This institution has, so far, failed in all the leading objects of its 
creation. The confinement of persons within the prison house or pris- 
on walls of a penitentiary, with the view of reforming them in their 
moral character, has been proven by all experience to be a great 
error ; and it is not now contended for as a reforming institution by 
any one who has become at all familiar with the subject. There 
is not one in every thousand convicts whose moral condition is im- 
proved by such imprisonment; but, on the contrary, most of them, 
if not all, are made worse than they were before, and become 
more confirmed in crime. 

“Upon the subject of convicts becoming reformed by peniten- 
tiary imprisonment and association, Dr. John S, Young, former Sec- 
retary of State, in an able and elaborate report made on the 15th 
of September, 1845, to the Commissioners of Public Buildings, and 
by them submitted to the Legislature, used the following language : 
‘I am entirely skeptical on the subject of reforming convicts by 
teaching them mechanical trades ; little or no good results from it. 
When a@onvict leaves the prison, he lays down his cap, and with 
it his trade. He looks back upon both as the badges of his dis- 
grace, and the companions of his imprisonment; he aims to some- 
thing else which he considers better than his trade, or returns to 
the re-commission of crime. Histrade, in most instances, as I be- 
lieve, serves to better qualify the villain without reforming the man. 
Those who would attempt the moral reformation of the felon, must 
employ other means. They must bear in mind that three-fourths 
of those stained with crime can neither read nor write. The mind 
must be cultivated in order to produce those genial influences 
which are calculated to remove vicious inclinations and base pro- 
peusities, and give place to proper sensibilities and corrected feel- 
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ings, from which altered intentions and virtuous actions must spring, 

“ The trial, conviction-and sentence by the court of persons to 
the. penitentiary for violation of the laws, has had no restraining 
influence whatever on immorality, and carries little or no terror to 
the mind of the evil doer. The announcement in the court-house 
yard thatsuch a person has been sentenced for so many years im- 
prisonment, is received with no alarm, but, on the contrary, with 
great indifference ; and it is the frequent remark that it is better 
for the individual who has just been sentenced to so many year’s 
confinement— it will be far better for him. He will, while there, 
be enabled to learn a good trade, and will live better there than he 
ever did before. The’ sheriff then prepares with his guards and 
starts with the convict for the penitentiary, making rather the im- 
pression, as he leaves, upon the mind of many spectators, that the 
prisoner has done well in obtaining a traveling trip of pleasure and 
a money-making business for the sheriff and his escort, and he in 
the end be made one of the mechanics of the country. In fine, 
on these two points, it will be readily perceived the penitentiary 
reforms no one afterhe is confined within its walls; and the sen- 
tence of the court, and confinement together, deters no one from a 
violation of the laws of the land. 

“In the next place, the system has fallen far below the expenses 
incurred in the erection of the establishment, and the annual cost 
of carrying it on, up to the present time. Upon aclose examina- 
tion of the items properly chargeable to the institution, after giv- 
ing it full credit for all that it is entitled to, there will still be found 
a deficit of not less than one hundred thousand dollars—probably 
much more. Ihave obtained sufficient data from*Mr. Love, the 
principal book-keeper, who has appeared very accommodating, and 
much disposed to afford every facility in his power to remove all 
difficulty in getting at the true financial condition of the institution, 
together with a report recently made by the Comptroller to the 
Senate, showing how much has been paid out of the treasury for 
the conveyance of convicts to the penitentiary, to satisfy my mind 
that the State has incurred a heavy loss by the penitentiary. It 
will take but little investigatioa of this subject to satisfy any dis- 
cerning mind that the penitentiary exeits no beneficial moral influ- 
ence on society, in or out of the penitentiary, and that it is now, 
and has been, an incubus on the treasury, and will most likely con- 
eee so, unless the whole establishment undergoes a thorough 
change. 

“ While the institution has failed in all the leading objects of its 
creation, the manner in which it has been conducted has been 
made to operate injuriously upon the mechanical interest of the 
country. It has been made practically a State mechanic institute, 
fostered and sustained by the treasury of the State, and brought 
into direct competition with the mechanics of the country to the ex- 
tent ofits entire operation. The conditions upon which persons are 
admitted into this Siate mechanic institute are very discriminating 
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and invidious in their character. Before the candidate can ob- 
tain admission to the high privilege of being employed in this in- 
stitution, at any of the branches of business carried on there, he 
must first commit the horrid crime of murder, arson, larceny, rape, 
or some other one of the offences violative of law. He must then 
stand a trial at some of onr courts of justice, and then receive a 
certificate from the presiding judge that these facts are all true, 
and, in addition to this, he must be accompanied by the high sheriff 
- of the county and his retinue to the State mechanic institute. Hav- 
ing arrived, his credentials are presented, and such other evidence 
as may be required, that he is a fit and worthy candidate, having 
passed through the ordeal necessary and proper to his qualifica- 
tion for admission. He is then received by the proprietor of the 
institute, and safely conducted to the stone mason’s, sculptor’s, or 
some other department, and there begins his new vocation of reduc- 
ing the rough and unpolished marble to shape and fashion. The hands 
that are yet crimson with the blood of the unoffending, are made 
to ply the mallet and chisel, as did Socrates, the Grecian philoso- 
pher and statesman—perhaps, too, in the course of his servitude, 
with the same guilty hand, to engrave upon the tomb of the de- 
parted and illustrious dead the lines which are intended to indicate 
to the inquiring living their many virtues and exalted worth. And 
so, also, with all the other departments that are. carried on in this 
institution. There might be similar illustrations made in reference 
to tailors. shoemakers, hatters, blacksmiths, wagon-makers, &c. 
“The State, by the establisment of this institution, and the pas- 
sage of laws to sustain it, gathers from every county in the State 
all the incorrigible offenders who are known to the law, and after 
collecting them within the walls of the penitentiary, embarks in all 
the branches of mechanism, and openly enters the field of compe- 
tition with the mechanics of the country. The mechanics outside 
of the penitentiary are required, by all the obligations of good 
citizens, in peace as well as in war, to submit to taxation to sustain 
the government under which they may live, and at the same time 
compete with the State in their own branches of business. This 
policy of the State, in carrying on the branches of mechanism, 
and the employment of all the felons of the country at them, has 
a direct tendency to degrade the mechanics of the country as a 
body. Felon and mechanic, crime and mechanism, from their close 
association, become corresponding terms in the public mind. The 
felons, after having served out their time, are turned loose upon 
the country, to mix with the mechanics as best they may, and per- 
chance to become inmates of their families, and companions in 
their shops. Isit right that this description of our population 
should be thrown upon, and associated: with, the honest and indus- 
trious mechanics of the State, either in person or profession ? 
There is an instinctive repugnance in the bosoms of all honorable 
men, and it is reduced to practice by nearly all those who have 
charge of our cemeteries, by excluding the felon from being asso- 
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ciated with us even in the grave. If it is degrading to be asso- 
ciated with a felon after we are dead, it must be much more so to be 
associated with them while we are living. 

“Tn conclusion upon this’ subject, I must be permitted to make 
one earnest appeal, and that is, for the legislature to so direct the 
future management of the affairs of the Penitentiary, by their legis- 
lation, as to protect this large and respectable portion of our fel- 
low-citizens from this degrading association and competition, by 
excluding, as far as possible, all the branches of mechanism from 
the Penitentiary. mo 

Since the sitting of the last Legislature, the Penitentiary has met 
with a serious accident, and a very heavy loss, by fire. On the 
29th of March last, abput 3 o’clock in the morning, the prison was 
discovered to be on fire in the north-east corner of the buildings ; 
the flames spread with great rapidity in both directions, until all the 
inside buildings were nearly consumed, embracing the eastern end 
of the main front building, which contained one-half of the cells 
for the confinement of convicts at night. The most energetic ef- 
forts, as I am reliably advised, were made by the Keeper and other 
officers connected with the prison, as well as some of the fire com- 
panies of this city, to arrest the devouring element; but, from the 
great scarcity of water, and other means necessary in such an 
emergency, were found to be wholly unavailing. The prison was 
set on fire by means of a slow match, which had been constructed 
by two of the convicts the day before, and deposited by them in the 
north-east corner of the building, a short time before they were 
taken by their manager to their cells for confinement in the eve- 
ning. The fire, which proceeded from this slow match, and which 
communicated to the building, was not discovered until 3 o’clock 
the next morning, as before stated. At an early hour after the 
buildings were consumed and lying in a pile of smoking ruins, the 
Inspectors of the Penitentiary, together with the Governor, had a 
consultation in reference to the most efficient steps necessary to 
be taken under the existing circumstances. The inside buildings 
were all burned down, or nearly so; half of the cells destroyed in 
‘ the east end of the main building; tools of every description con- 
sumed, or so spoiled as to make them unfit for use. The convicts, 
two hundred and thirty-seven in number, were divided into differ- 
ent companies and were marched and counter-marched about in 
the yard, for the purpose of preventing mutiny or an outbreak—all 
of them without employment. With this state of facts before 
them, the Inspectors and the Governor at once determined that it 
would be best, in view of safety and economy, to proceed, without 
delay, to repair the buildings so that the convicts could be em- 
employed profitably, and made more secure at night. They, there- 
fore, concluded to borrow a sufficient amount of money from the 
various banks of this city, upon their own credit and responsibil- 
ity, to refit and repair the prison in such manner as might be con- 
sidered absolutely necessary. This course was deemed by the 
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Governor the most efficient step that could be taken, because it 
dispensed with the necessity of convening the Legislature in extra- 
ordinary session, which would cause great delay before anything 
practicable could be done, leaving the whole Institution in a cha- 
otic and unsafe condition. The Inspectors, by taking this course, 
have done all that the Legislature could have practically done in 
extra session, and by so doing have saved the expense of an extra 
session of the Legislature, which would have been much greater 
than the entire amount necessary to repair the Penitentiary. 

The amount of money borrowed by the Inspectors from the va- 
rious banks in this city, upon their own responsibility, and which 
has been applied to the refitting and repairing of the Penitentiary, 


is twenty thousand dollars. This sum, it is believed, has been pro- | 
fitably and economically applied to the purposes for which it was | 
borrowed. A statement of the entire expense, giving all the items | 
in detail, will be furnished by the Inspectors for your examination. | 
For a more minute and detailed account of this whole affair, I refer } 
you to the report of the Inspectors, which will be submitted to beth | 


branches of the Legislature, in a few days. 


This heavy responsibility has been incurred by the Inspectors, i 
and, by so doing, there has been saved to the State many thou- 


sands of dollars. It is, therefore, expected that the Legislature will 


take prompt and efficient action upon this subject, and relieve the , 
Inspectors from the heavy responsibility which they have incurred | 


for the refitting and repairing of the State prison. 


AGRICULTURAL BUREAU. 


The Legislature, at its last session, passed an act to establish aState 
Agricultural Bureau, with county and district societies subordinate 
thereto, &c. . By this act, the Governor of the State was constitu- 
ted President ev-officio of the Bureau. The Bureau was organized, 
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according to law, on the 20th day of April, 1854. Full details of | 


its action will be laid before you by the Secretary of the Bureau. 
From his report you will see that county societies have been char- 
tered in seventeen counties ; division Fairs were, last year, held in 
the Eastern and Middle Divisions of the State, and by the Sym- 
ner County Society, and that a new and beneficial interest has 
been awakened on the subject of agricultural improvements. Di- 
vision Fairs, will, this year, be held in each division of the State, 
and the Biennial State Fair is now in progress near Nashville, un- 
der your own immediate inspection. The Agricultural interest has 
always been, and will probably long continue to be, the leading in- 
terest of Tennessee. It is wise and proper that it should be fos- 
tered and encouraged by the Legislature, by all reasonable and le- 
gitimate means. Iam of opinion that the law of 1854 was a wise 
and salutary step in the progress of Agricultural and Mechanical 
improvement and reform. Some slight modifications of the details 
of the law have been found necessary, not conflicting with its gen- 
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eral scope and plan, to render it efficient in its practical operations. 
A committee of the Bureau, after its Biennial meeting on the second 
Monday in October, will suggest such modifications as may be 
thought advisable; and I doubt not that such suggestions will re- 
ceive your careful consideration. Nature has been prodigal in her 
gifts to our State, and the Representatives of the people can render 
no service of greater value to their constituents, than by affording 
a judicious encouragement to associations having for their object 
the development of the agricultural and mineral wealth of the 
State, and stimulating the mechanical skill and industry of its citi- 
zens. When our people learn that the neéeasity for labor is a bless- 
ing, rather than a curse; that “he who causes two blades of grass 
to grow, where but one grew before, is a greater public benefactor 
than he who conquers armies ;” and that honor, fame and fortune 
may be as certainly earned in the workshop of the artisan, as in 
the offices of the learned professions, and as freely accorded by the 
public sense to the former as to the latter, then we shall have lived 
down an obstacle in the way of State progress, as absurd as it is 
injurious. 

In bringing this communication to a close, I cannot forbear ex- 
pressing with you, and, I hope, the whole country, heartfelt gratu- 
lations that all the elements .of prosperity,. designed to make a 
people great, contented and happy, continue to exist in our favored 
land. Every branch of industry has been amply rewarded. Our 
fields have teemed with rich and abundant crops, yielding plenty of 
all that is needful for man and beast. Our various works of inter- ~ 
nal improvement are steadily and constantly advancing by the 
timely and judicious aid of the State, developing our hitherto hid- 
den and latent resources, and bearing off to the markets of the 
world, at cheap rates, the mechanical, agricultural, and other pro- 
ducts of the country. Education has also received an impulse by 
legislation which, it is hoped, will be continued, and carried out, 
and cause our State ultimately to take a position upon this subject 
not inferior to that of any State in the Union. Under a beneficent 
and overruling Providence, we are still permitted to enjoy that 
sacred and greatest of all privileges, relating to man in social life, 
civil and religious liberty; making this one of the freest and hap- 
piest forms of government on the earth’s broad surface. An effi- 
cient and pure administration'of the laws, by all the departments 
of the government, Executive, Judicial and Legislative, together 
with a short session of the Legislature, and the enactment of ne- 
cessary, wise and wholesome laws, will also add to the many bless- 
ings which have been bestowed upon our favored people, and will 
meet with their hearty approval, irrespective of parties, throughout 


the State.

To the Speaker and members of the House of Representatives : 


Gentlemen: I have just received a copy of Resolution, No. 27, 
adopted by the House of Representatives on yesterday, by which 
I am required to proceed immediately to arrange the Library ac- 
cording to the requirements of the act of 1858—4, chap. 41, and to 
report why the same has not been done before. In reply to the in- 
terrogative portion of the resolution, I would respectfully report 
that the apartment of the State Capitol designed for the Library, 
was not fully completed until a few days betore the meeting of the 
present General Assembly, and of course could not be subject to 
my control for any purpose. It was used during the whole time, 
and is still used to a certain extent, as a place for the safe deposit 
of various materials used in the construction of the Capitol, and 
could not very conveniently be dispensed with for that purpose. 
The workmen were obliged to have free access to it at all times 
until finished, and thus placed it out of.my power to control the 
keys ; and without its entire abandonment by the builders in an 
unfinished condition, I could not have put up even a temporary 
structure for the reception of the books. But even if the library 
apartment had been fully completed and in due time, there was no 
fund placed at my disposal adequate to the fitting it up in a style 
of elegance and durability consonant with the other parts of the 
building. I have had frequent conversations with some of the 
Commissioners in relation to the fitting up of the Library, and was 
led to, believe they would have it completed as speedily as a work 
of such magnitude could be accomplished. I learn from them now 
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that the plan of the work fa been adopted, and a portion of it in 
a state of progress; and that in the éourse of a few months the 
whole work will be completed. As a matter of security, the books 
and papers belonging to the State have been taken from the old 
Library Room, and deposited in the room in the Capitol appropri- 
ated to the archives of the State. The books will there be safe 
from destruction and spoliation, but comparatively useless until 
properly arranged Until the apartment designed as a Library was 
finished and surrendered by the Commissioners, I could not prac- 
tically discharge the duties assigned the Librarian by law, except the 
removal of the books; nordo I consider myself entitled to any por- 
tion of the salary allowed by law for the performance of those 
duties.

Thinking it would not be improper to call the attention of the 
Legislature more directly to the subject of Weights and Measures, 
I take the liberty to submit the following views: The establish- 
ment of a unit of length, weight and capacity, would seem as 
though it ought to be among the first means adopted in a govern- 
ment for the distribution of justice to the citizens, as all of the 
ordinary business transactions of life depend upon an understand- 
ing of such existing, and in all countries they do exist, either by a 
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standard fixed by law or common usage. That a government may 
exist without them, the history of our own proves. , But that equal 
justice can be administered to the citizens without them, has al- 
ways been a question of importance with the most learned and 
leading men of our Government, and from investigations made 
under the direction of President Jchn Q. Adams, there was found 
to be so great a difference in the Weights and Measures used in 
the different custom-houses, as led the Congress of the country to 
adopt a standard, and have copies made for distribution to the dif- 
ferent offices of the government and to the States, expecting there- 
by that the States would distribute copies of them to the counties, 
towns, &c., &c., and thereby establish uniformity throughout the 
country. Our Legislature at their last and previous sessions, have 
passed laws in conformity to the above, which it is to be hoped will 
_ be faithfully carried out. I have now in my charge in good order, 
a full and accurate set of all the standards furnished by the Gov- 
ernment. I would call attention to the revision of the laws of -the 
State, on the subject as published in the statutes. The articles 
there specified do not embrace those now in common use for 
weighing, and some of the terms of the standards there specified 
have become obsolete. I have no doubt there is a great want of 
uniformity in the stundards now in use in the. different countries, 
and considerable neglect in some standard keepers to perform 
their duty. I have had several opportunities to test measures with 
the seal of Davidson county on them, and if they contorm to any 
standard, it must be an elastic one. In fact Ido not know that 
the law, as it now stands, has any reference to a known measure. 
The neglect which has been solong manifest on the subject, has 
made our State the receptacle of articles used for weighing and 
measuring, which-have no other recommendation than being cheap. 
I believe in economy, but not to the extent of sacrificing justice ; 
and think it would be a good provision in law to make some allow- 
ance for errors in weighing apparatus for common articles of mer- 
chandize, say within one pound in five hundred. The corporation 
of Nashville, in conformity to their charter granting them the pri- 
vilege of establishing standard weights and measures, and regulat- 
ing the same, made a request and have had acopy of the standards 
in my charge, regulated by me, and adopted them formally as the 
standards of the city. They have also passed a law for the regu- 
lation of the weights, measures, and balances ‘used in the city, 
which I would recommend to your consideration.

ple. Without enumerating further reasons, we ask to be permit- 
ted to submit this minority report, and respectfully ask the House 
to non-concur with the report of the Committee.

Be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the President and 
each Director of said company, and each Engineer engaged in the 
service of the company, to take an oath, each for himself, that he 
is not, and will not, during his continuance in office, become inter- 
ested, directly or indirectly, in any contract for the building or the 
furnishing any material to build said road, made by the company 
with any person. The Engineers shall also swear that they will ` 
well and truly, to the best of their skill and judgment, make a fair, 
impartial and correct estimate of work and materials done and fur- 
nished according to contract, and otherwise faithfully perform the 
duties of Engineer so long as they continue in the service of said 
company; a certificate of such oath taken before an officer author- 
ized by law to administer oaths, shall be recorded on the minute 
book of the company. 
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Be it enacted, That if on judicial proceeding and judgment of 
any court of competent jurisdiction it shall be adjudged that any 
_Engineer, or any of the officers aforesaid, shall at any time, after 
‘taking said oath, have been interested with any contractor in any 
contract for the building of any part of said road, or for furnishing 
any material for building or equipping said road, no recovery in 
law shall be had on such contract; and said interested Engineer, 
or officer, aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of the crime of perjury, 
and upon conviction thereof, shall suffer all the penalties prescribed 
for the crime of perjury. 

It shall be the duty of said company to cause its Chief Engineer 
to act in conjunction with a competent engineer, to be appointed 
by the Governor of the State of Tennessee, who shall, within the 
next sixty days after the appointment is made by the Governor, 
proceed to ascertain the cost of construction of a bridge across the 
Cumberland River, in connection with the said railroad, at Nash- 
ville, including embankments, or other connection that may be de- 
termined, at each end, and file a report of such estimate in the office 
of the Secretary of State, and furnish the railroad company with a 
copy. Upon receiving said estimate, it shall be the duty of” said 
company, within three months, to let to contract the building of 
said bridge ; and. by the use of the means appropriated for that 
purpose, ‘by any act of the General Asse.nbly of Tennessee, and 
such other means as may be created for that purpuse, progress 
with the construction as fast as said means can be realized. 

Be it further enacted, That, to carry into effect the foregoing 
section the Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company, or com- 
panies, which have or may be incorporated in the State, are 
hereby vested each with the reciprocal right and power to con- 
tract and agree to unite their means for the purpose of erecting 
said bridge, and define the manner of holding and using, and 
the joint or separate use of each. To be sealed with the cor- 
porate seals of each, and filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State. In the event of a failure thus to unite the means of com- 
panies, and the insufficiency furnished by the State of Tennessee, 
to the said railroad, it shall be the duty of said company to open 
books in the City of Nashville, and any other place, and at any 
time, to receive subscriptions of stock to the capital stock of said 
company, for the special purpose, of constructing said bridge to be 
paid in the manner set forth in said subscription which shall be ap- 
plied to the purpose aforesaid. 

With these amendments the committee = the passage 
of this bill, without any previous amendments. 

Bill, No. 182, to extend the time for receiving State aid by the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company.

Mr. SPEAKER : 


The Committee on Internal Improvements, to whom Resolutions 
“Instructing our Senators and requesting our Representatives in 
Congress to favor, so far as it may be in their power, the Southern 
Pacific Railroad route through Texas,” were referred, would beg 
leave to state that they have had the same under consideration, 
and concur ‘in the opinion of their correctness. 

The Committee would submit the following brief compilation of 
facts, figures and opinions, connected with this subject : - 

This road should be built; it is an undertaking of the greatest 
magnitude—a continuous line of two thousand miles in length—at 
a cost of one hundred millions of dollars. Itis the greatest enter- 
terprise of the age, and as a National scheme should have appro- 
priated.to it, in the language of the Resolutions, “all the patronage 
and means consistent with the policy and powers of the general 
government.” i 

The United States have a coast line of near twenty-two hundred 
miles on the Atlantic Ocean, and on the Pacific about fourteen 
hundred miles, with an area of near three millions of square miles 
of territory spreading out from ocean to ocean, embracing twenty 
degrees of latitude, and containing about twenty millions of in- 
habitants, with wealth unbounded and resources inexhaustible ; 
yet between the two extremes of the Union, thc old Atlantic States 
on the East, and the young Pacrfic States on the West, there is no 
National highway or thoroughfare on our own soil. Between these 
States there is a wide, unbroken territory lying in one grand and 
almost trackless wilderness. The travel, commerce and mails pass- 
ing from one of these States to the others, must pass through for- 
eign lands to reach our own shores, and continually be subject to 
the exactions of friends or foes, as these foreign nations, upon 
whom we are dependant, may be. 

r road should be built as a connecting link in the great sys, 
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tems of railroads—the arteries of trade and commerce—elements 
of this Nation’s greatness—and these lines of road should be ex- 
tended and distributed throughout the whole body politic, so as to 
vivify and connect the whole. 

This road is not only a necessary means of travel and commerce, 
but is essential to the perpetuity of the bonds of Union between 
the East and West, and to the cementing of our nationality. The 
peaceful and political relations between these widely dissevered 
States, will in a good degree depend upon the blending of interest, 
commercially and socially, by railroad communication-—the linking 
the States together with interest and patriotizm. This rond will 
bear upon its bosom a million tons of freight and trade to invite 
the pecuniary, while twenty millions of passengers will fix the 
social, interests of the citizens of this great Republic—sé that 
these iron bands of rails, thrown across the continent, wilt lead to 
awlively intercourse and advantageous commerce to the States, and 
be stronger, and tend more to render our Union indissoluble, and 
perpetuate our national blessings, than compacts and constitutions. 

If the intercourse between our States is impeded ; if one portion 
is taught or compelled to seek associates and business eompanions 
abroad; and the Government fails to make the approaches to all 
parts of the country accessible, estrangement to the Government 
is the consequence-——the national ties are weakened, and a desire 
is begotten, if an effortis not made, to sever the bonds of union. 
‘The completion of this railroad would remove all these difficulties, 
and be an important step preservative of a great Pacific Coufeder- 
acy in the future of this country. 

Nature and the Engineer’s instruments have both pointed to the 
Southern route as the nearest and most practicable. Nature speaks 
in the climate, soil, timber, rivers and productions. The instruments 
mark the distances, elevations and depressions on the route—show- 
ing the cost to be about one half of the other routes, while the dis- 
tance is about one-third less. Free from the cold of the North and 
the diseases of the extreme South, and with the certainty and safety 
of the route, as evidenced in these characteristics, this route will 
command and receive the travel and carrying trade between the 
oceans. : 

The Secretary of War after a review of the several routes, dis- 
tances, cost, character of the work, says: 

“A comparison of the results stated above, and of those exhibited 
in the tables referred to, conclusively show that the route of the 
82d parallel, (the Texas route,) is, of those surveyed, the most prac- 
tical and economical route fora Railroad from the Mississippi river 
to the Pacitic ocean.” 

“This is the shortest route, and not only is its estimated cost less 
by a third than that of any other of the lines, but the character of 
the work required, is such that it could be executed ina vastly 
shorter period.” - 

And again : “ Not only is this the shortest and least costly route 
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to the Pacific, but is the shortest and cheapest route to San Fran: . 
cisco, the greatest commercia! city on our Western coast; while 
the aggregate length of railroad lines connecting it at its Eastern 

terminus with the Atlantic and Gulf seaports, is less than the ag- 

gregate connection with any other rovte.” 

How is this road connected with Tennessee, and why are Ten- 
nesscans more deeply interested in this ronte than most of her sis- 
ter States? The Eastern terminus of this road is properly at Cor- 
sicanna, Texas ; as that is the branching point for either New Or- 
leans, Vicksburg, Memphis, or St. Louis. From Corsicanna the 
road runs to Fulton, to Little Rock, and from thence to Memphis— 
these connections are not only contemplated, but are being provided 
for and built—by the Fulton and Memphis and Little Rock roads,’ 
we are borne from the trank of the Great Pacific Road to Memphis, 
thé great cotton emporium of the Southwest--thus making the 
principal branch—practically the terminus of this great National 
thoroughfare at Memphis, in our State; and there connecting with 
the entire system of Railroads in Tennessee, and running through 
the State, connecting with the roads North; South, .and East, gath- 
ering within its influence the roads from Georgia to Maine—the 
Lakes, and the Atlantic ocean. A i 

This route connects Memphis, Jackson, Nashville, Murfreesboro’, 
Chattanooga, and Knoxville, the great cities of the States~and 
from Memphis, by great leading roads, to Louisville; and thence 
to the cities on the Atlantic coast, to Charleston and New Orleans. 
From Jackson, the capitol of the West, to New Orleans, to Mobile, 
to Cairo, St. Louis, and through the States of Illinois, Indiana, and 
Ohio, to the cities of the Lakes and the East. From Nashville, 
the Metropolis of the State, to the cities of Tennessee, East and 
West, uniting with their leading routes, and to Cincinnati, Charles- 
ton, New Orleans, Savannah, Louisville and Evansville. And from’ 
Knoxville, the Metropolis of the ancient State of Frankland, now 
the rapidly growing emporium of the fairest portion of the United 
States——-by her great radiating routes to Louisville and Cincinnati, 
to Charleston and Savannah, to Beaufort, Wilmington, and Nor- 
folk, and to Washington, Baltimore, and New York; and thus tap 
the grand cordon of roads that bind our Eastern coast. 

No commercial project in the world ever did, or can ‘offer such a.’ 
prospect of business and profits. The Pacific coast will soon be 
filled with busy millions of moving, traveling, trading inhabitants. 
The millions then lying West, and “beyond the West,” with the 
millions on the East, will travel this road. The commerce and. 
trade of the United States, with much from Europe, India, and 
other distant nations, will pass over this great artery of trade and 
travel. A large portion of all this commerce and travel will pass 
through Tennessee, on our railroad routes, or be discharged and 
distributed at the city of Memphis. This immense amount of com- 
merce will give Memphis her hundred thousand inhabitants, with 
wealth exceeding any city of the South; and these commercial ad- 
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vantages will be diffused and felt throughout the State—the citi- 
+ zens will realize these vivifying influences from Carter to Shelby. 
The wealth, commerce and travel, with their attendant advantages 
foreshadowed to Tennessee, cannot now be computed. Tennessee 
alone, however, is not to be the recipient of all the blessings to flow 
from the building the world’s highway. Our whole country will 
share in this prosperity. The wilderness will be subdued, agricul- 
ture quadrupled, mines opened, and the great natural resources de- 
veloped. This country will be the grainery of the world—the can- 
vass of her commerce will be upon every sea—while the smoke 
from her manufactories and workshops will ecommingte, and ham- 
mer will respond to hammer, from the rising to the setting sun of 
our great Republic.

It will be seen from the foregoing, that a larger sum has been col- 
‘lected from the companies than was absolutely necessary to cover 
the expenses for engraving already incurred. Butit is impossible 
to foretell what will be the pro rata equivalent for that purpose ; 
and in any future issue of bonds, the assessment may be so 
made as to do each of the companies substantial justice. 

In reply to your second resolation, I may state that, in obedience 
.. to the law of 27th of February, 1854, I did compare the several 
books of transcribed grants with the originals from which they 
were taken, and certified them accordingly. For this service Í 
neither demanded nor received any fees—-the law allowing none. 
Baut the Register, having been liberally compensated by the law for 
his services, from a sense of justice, voluntarily and gratuitously 
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gave me five cents per grant for making the comparison and certi- 
ficate, and thus relieved the State from an obligation which, from 
a sense of justice, it would have felt bound’ to discharge.

The apartment in the Capitol intended for the Library not being 
prepared for the reception of the books, those bought by me, as 
well as others belonging to the State, have been placed on tempo- 
rary shelves in one of the Committee-rooms of the Senate; and of 
the whole, one of my sons has preparéd the Catalogues appended 
to this Report. j ; 

Among these books, the works of Dugald Stewart, the Enclope- 
dia Britannica, the Gazeteer of the World, and perhaps one or two 
others, are publications that have not been completed, or are parts 
of new editions still in progress ; and it will be necessary, of course, 
to procure the remaining volumes to complete the copies. It would 
be inexcusable to buy an old edition of any leading book, especially 
of a Cyclopedia, when there is a new one in progress, professing 
to present the existing state of knowledge, to correct past errors, 
and amplify the various departments of science. l 

I have ventured to subscribe, on behalf of the State, for 4 copy 
of the great work of Agassiz on the Natural History of the United 
States, the publication of which is soon to be commenced, and for 
a copy of the Repoits of the Decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, by Judge Curtis, now issuing from the press of Messrs 
Little, Brown & Co., ot Boston. Should this be disapproved, some 
other disposition of both works can be readily made. 

In a public library, provided at the common expense of the peo- 
ple, every citizen ought to find books—the best of their kind, if 
possible—relating to his particular pursuit. This end has been 
aimed at in this collection; but it can hardly be said that the at- 
tempt has been quite successful; nor, indeed, is absolute success 
within the compass of so small an appropriation. On inspection, 
however, of these lists, it will be seen that most branches of useful 
knoniedge are represented. 

A library crowded with an indiscriminate medley of all the pro- 
ductions of the press, is certainly far from desirable; but it is im- 
possible for a people to make itself a more useful present than a 
collection of books, open at all seasons, so comprehensive and 
complete as to enable the investigator to possess himself of the 
real knowledge that the united wisdom of the world has accumula- 
ted, touching human pursuits on earth and the state of man here- 
after. Nothing short of such a collection ought to satisfy the Legis- 
lature of a State that is free, and that is resolved to remain so as 
long as there is a man on earth. 

`” The “ Classified Catalogue” has been prepared to showshow im- 
perfect the collection is, and to serve as a guide for its contin- 
uation. 

An additional appropriation of ten thousand dollars, judiciously 
invested, would establish the library ‘upon a solid foundation, and 
make it a truly desirable and useful resort for all the longing wor- 
shippers of wisdom, whose silent and often despised vigils have 
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gradually delivered mankind from the misery and brutal degradation 
of the savage state, and led the race to the glorious liberty that be- 
longs alone- to the mind made free. — 

For the preservation of our small but.preécious treasure, it must 
be put in charge of a Librarian, whose duty it- shall be to keep it 
open daily for the public use, uuder such regulations as may -be 
prescribed. by law. As the books belong alike to every citizen, it is 
plain that they cannot be taken from the Library-room, but must 
remain there, so as to be at all times accessible to all.. There can 
be no necessity for any but one exception to this rule: the mem- 
bers of the Legislature, while in the discharge of their duties at the 
Capitol, must perhaps be permitted to take. books from the room, 
but even in that case, a check should be left with the Librarian, and 
the cost of such as are lost by a member should be deducted from 
his pay. ee | a

the Legislature may deem expedient. Receipts have been taken 
for all payments, except for drayage from the wharf or railroad 
depot to the Capitol, and similar small services ; and the original 
invoices, showing the.cost of every volume, are preserved, and will 
be filed in the Library.

There 
can be no necessity for any but one exception to this rule; the 
members of the Legislature, while in discharge of their duties at - 
the Capitol, must, perhaps be permitted to take books frum the 
room; but evenin that case a check should be left with the Li- 
brarian, and the cost of. such, as are lost by a member should be de- 
ducted from his pay.” It is proper to add that the costgof printing 
the Catalogue to the State Library will have to be paid out of the 
appropriation of $5000.

The whole tract contains about one thousand acres, slightly undu- 
lating, and is very susceptible of division, from the fact that upon 
the premises exist a number of large fountains of water, and the 
timber is interspersed throughout the place. ; l 

The present proprietor (the son of Gen. Jackson) is willing to 
sell to the State about one half of the tract, including all the val- 
uable improvements and ihe tomb, for fifty thousand dollars; or 
the whole, for seventy-five thousand dollars. 

These prices, your Committee are satisfied, are quite reasonable ; 
and that the proprietor, if negotiating with private individuals, 
would demand and receive a much larger sum. But, in considera- 
tion of the fact, that the grave of Andrew Jackson shall be owned 
by Tennessee, around whose name and history he shed so much 
lustre, the present proprietor is willing to make a sacrifice to ac- 
complish this purpose. 
=~ Your Committee, in their humble judgment, think that the State 
should own all or a.part of this property ; and, therefore, most re- — 
spectfully recommend that the Legislature take steps-to that end.

| already too much money has been expended in the erection of 
| Said buildings, they cannot consent fora further tax to be imposed 
| on their constituents for said Institution, as it takes more money 
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to support each patient since they have removed to the new Asy- 
jum, than when they were kept in the old one. They do not think 
the further purchase of land advisable, if the land they have al- 
ready bought does not diminish the annual expense of the State 
for the support ofthe inmates. Let us see how this matter is. 
The State. has had fifty patients in the Asylum for years—supported 
by an appropriati-n of six thousand dollars, annually, two years 
ago; that was increased to eight thousand dollars without increase 
of patients ; so you see, in place of the farm diminishing the ex- 
penses, they have beenincreased one-fourth. The argument was, 
in 1847, when the law was passed authorizing the erection of the 
new Asylum, that if you would buy a farm in the country, and 
build an Asylum, that the inmates could yery near support them- 
selves. You have. tried the experiment, and we now see the result. 
The law creating the new Asylum provided that a greater sum 
than forty thousand dollars should not be expended ia the purchase 
of the farm and the erection of the bmidings. Notwithstanding 
that provision in the act of 1847, the Commissioners report to the 
Legislature of 1849, that they had the contracts out for 
the entire work, at ninety-three thousand and nine hundred dollars. 
That Legislature passed an act extending the appropriation up to 
seventy-five thousand dollars, with a provision, thatif the Com- 
missioners should contract for the building completed, with the 
rooms heated and all complete, to cost more than seventy-five 
thousand dollars, they should be individually responsible for the 
overplus. The Legislature of 1851 was called upon, and extended. 
the tax of oneand a half cents un the hundred dollars’ worth of pro- 
perty, for one year, and appropriated the proceeds, say some twen- 
ty-five thousand dollars, to the finishing and furnishing said Insti- 
tution. The Legislature of 1853, extended the tax two years, 
which brought into the Treasury sixty-three thousand dollars, the 
most of which has been expended, and still, notwithstanding about 
one hundred and sixty five thousand dollars have been appropriated 
to complete an Institution that was not to cost more than forty 
thousand, this Legislature is called upon to appropriate sixty thou- 
sand dollars more ; and, notwithstanding we have bought the farm, 
the State is called upon to pay one hundred and fifty ‘dollars for 
each patient, when they were kept in the old Asylum, without the 
farm, for one hundred and twenty dollars each. For these reasons, 


. the Committee feel constrained to oppose the appropriation asked 


for in the bill, recommended by the majority of our Committee, to 
the extent asked for. Weare unwilling, further, to impose a tax 
on our constituents, to purchase more land, when the land we have 
already bought, or.something else, has increased the annual ex- 
pense for keeping State patients. We are of-the opinion, that 
with the use of the farm, one hundred dollars would be a lib- 
eral appropriation for each State patient. The report shows that 
the proceeds of the farm have been worth from three to four thous- 
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and dollars per annum, which is mostly raised by the labor of the 
inmates. 


For these reasons, we cannot vote for an appropriation above 
that specified above.

PROTEST. 


The undersigned, in the exercise of aright conferred upon him by 
the twenty-seventh section of the second article of the constitution of 
this State, earnestly protests against the passage of. a bill entitled 
“A bil’ to prevent incompetent persons from teaching free schools,” 
and asks that’the following reasons for his dissent to said | bill bee en- 
tered on the Journal of this Honse: 

The bill provides that the-County Court’shall appoint one of more 
examiners of teachers, and forbids the board of examiners fiom 
giving a certificate to.any oùe who is not competent.to teach cer- 
tain branches ; and the school commissioners are not .to employ 
any person who has not a certificate from the examiners, &c. 

ist. The Covnty Court is no more capable of appointing exami- 
ners than the school commissioners themselves; therefore, if the ` 
commissioners want an examiner to assist them in deciding on the 
competency. of a teacher, why not let them select such examiners ? 

2d. If the appointment of examiners is conferred o the County 
Court, and those examiners are to give a certificate of competency 
of every teacher of. a free school in the county, as a matter of pub- 
lic convenience, those examiners will be men living near the-county 
seat, who would send out, as teachers, the Zear ned loafers and per- 
sonal favorites of the village, w whose:certificates.would fail to render 
them acceptable to parents in the country. 

pd. The development of the mental faculties, and the cultivation 
ot the moral sentiments of the child, are equally objects of pa- 
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rental concern—hence the teachers should not only be learned, but 
possess an unblemished moral character, correct religious views, 
mildness and moderation, combined with energy, and a talent to 
impart instruction successfully, and to secure and retain the affec. 
tion and confidence of his pupils. In all these essentials of a good 
teacher, the parent has a higher right, and a deeper interest in 
judging than all the rest of mankind, The plan proposed ‘in the 
bill deprives the parent of this right, whilst it fails to divest him of 
that strong natural interest every parent must feel in the welfare 
of the child. 

The parent being accountable to society, and to God, for the in- 
tellectual and moral training of the child, and having a part of the 
tax to pay, which constitutes the common school fund, should have 
a more direct influence in the selection of a teacher, than this bill 
proposes to give him. 

Lastly. The provisions of the bill are in opposition to the 
spirit and genius of our institutions, and violation of the great 
principle of direct responsibility on the part of the ruler to the peo- 
ple, the representative to the constituent, the servant to the master, 
the teacher to the parent of the child—a principle too useful and 
necessary as a check to unlicensed authority, and a corrective of 
abuses, to be safely surrendered for one moment.

Your committee would further suggest the repeal of the act of 
1853-4, authorizing the Bank to appropriate her dividends to the 
increase of her capital stock. bs 

With these changes, and a more stringent assessment law, your 
committee believe that the deficiency would be remedied. These 
are only suggestions, as your committee are aware that the subject 
more properly belongs to the Committee on Ways and Means.

Genllemen of the House of Representatives: 


I could not fail to be deeply gratified at the very flattering tes- 
timonials you have given, of your approbation of my course as 
Presiding Officer of this House, and I shall cherish this proof of 
your kindness among'the most sacred reminiscences of this body. 
Next to the consciousness of a faithful discharge of duty, the ap- -~ 
probation of others is the only reward a public man in this country 
can receives 

But while I feel that I have been impartial and faithful, candor 
compels me to admit that I owe: this meed of your praise rather 
to your generosity than to any peculiar merit or efficiency on my 
part: Accept, then, gentlemen, the assurance of my grateful ac- 
knowledgments. 

We have arrived at last, after a long and laborious session, to 
the period of final separation. We are about to return to our 
homes amd families and constituents, and merge the official charac- 
ter we have borne, in the ranks of private life. The thought 
doubiless inspires joyous anticipations in the bosom of every one. 
But such reflections cannot be uumingled on this occasion. We 
shall never all meet again! In a few years the grave will have 
closed over many of the living forms now before me, animated as 
they are with health and hope and expectation. Age and youth, 
and the prime of manhood, have mingled together in this Hall in 
the noble work of serving the State. Some will return to these 
beats, others will rise to higher stations, and others will find in pri- 
vate life, that serene happiness which does not belong to the field 
of politics.

We may be compared to actors on the stage. Each has per- 
formed his part. The curtain is about to drop. The audience 
will soon depart. The lights will be extinguished, and silence will 
reign; where for five months have been heard the busy hum of 
voices, and the earnest appcal in behalf of favorite views. Such 
is man, and such is human society. : 

But, gentlemen, let us remember that the duties of“patriotism do 
not ter-ninate with our career as Representatives. We will carry 
them with us into our retirement, and to the last moment of our 
lives, with all the vigor and force with which we felt them here, 
under oath, beneath this spreading canopy, and with all the re- 
sponsibilities of the State upon us. ‘ 

Whatever may be our different views of public policy, we can 
have but one aim—the honor and glory of our country. And as 
we have enjoyed the popular confidence, we have a peculiar re- 
sponsibility towards every public emergency. -Clouds and dark- 
ness may hover over our b. loved State, as they do often over the 
pathway of the individual man. And shall we not be the first to 
meet the crisis? _ : 


ah 
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Remember that our institutions rest, not like this Capitol, upon 
massive pillars of granite, that defy the Assaults both of nature 
and man, but upon virtue and intelligence. No mailed legions 
guard our outposts, nor frowning battlements the access that leads 
to the temple. But a virtuous devotion and an enlightened com- 
prehension, are the guardian angels, whose bright swords ever 
gleam over our Eden, and have thus far preserved it in allits bloom 
and in all its beauty. And wo betide the times that shall install 
new sentiments in their stead ! 

The obligations of patriotism are not limited to the battle field, 
but are everywhere upon all classes and conditions. The dying 
soldier points amid his ebbing strength, to the colors that float 
over his head, and for this he is immortalized in story and in song. 
But the pains-taking civilian—the professional man—the patriarch 
at the head of his tribe, who suddies tocomprehend the true theory 
of our institutions, and calculates the maxims of truth and justice, 
fidelity and honor, performs no meam part in the field of public 
service. These duties are inexorable in their demands, and they 
appeal to every man, public and private, everywhere and at all 
times. They follow old age down tke stream of life antl invoke 
its councils even to the verge of the ocean of time. They chal- 
lenge the first homage of the ardent youth and claims its loftiest 
aspirations. But they call with special emphasis upon the prime 
of life, with all its faculties in full maturity, and monopolise its al- 
legiance. No talents, however brilliant, or stations, however ex- 
~alted, can alone ensure immortality. Virtue must mingle in the 
array and lead the vanguard. It alone can write the destiny of 
men among the stars, or gild his pathway along down the vale of 
life, or shed a bright halo around the chambers of the tomb. 

Among the consolations which soothe the last hours of every 
_ honest man, none is superior to the reflections that he has contrib- 

uted his share in the support of this great structure of human free- 
dom. And no earthly hope, is so sublime as that, which, confiding 
in the inherent strength of our system, contemplates this govern- 
ment when century after century shall have rolled away, still tow- 
ering among the nations of the world in all its majesty and in all 
its glory. The seat of civilization and the arts, as it is the seat 
of liberty and religion—its devices unchanged—its stars undimmed

And who among us is not animated by an ardent desire that 
Tennessee shall form a bright point in such a picture? To ensure 
it requires your aid and mine and that of every man in the State.
